Einstein completely changed our ideas of space and time. 
He is called the “ather of moder physics”. But what 
does a genius look like as a child? Einstein was bom in 
Germany. He wasn't impressive as a child. He was very 
slow to stat talking and his parents were worried about 
him, At school, his teachers weren't impressed either. 

He found school boring and was badly behaved! He let 
at the age of 15 without passing his final exams.
